That on and after June 27, 1950, except as 
otherwise provided, any person in the 
active service of the Army, Navy, Air 
Force, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, or the 
Reserve components thereof, including 
the National Guard under the conditions 
hereinafter noted, shall be automatically 
insured, without cost to the person, 
against death in active service in the 
amount of $10,000. Also included in 
this coverage are cadets and midshipmen 
of the United States Military, Naval, and 
Coast Guard Academies, and commis- 
sioned officers of the Public Health Serv- 
ice and Coast and Geodetic Survey while 
engaged in specified types of duty. 

And provided further, That for the purposes 
of this part, any person, who, on or after
